In the House of Commons, in 
opening the Palestine debate dn a 
motion of adjournment (which 
means that a vote will not be 
taken), Mr. ‘Lloyd George said 
that they wanted equal justice 
for Jews and ‘Arabs.

Thia revival again 
demands well ordered finances, ‘a3 
a.security and in orde: to prevent, 
that if business improvie, the ris- 
ing economic trend should be 
again throttled by public expendi- 
ture. The coming budget fixes the 
limita of expendipure by a maxi- 
mum and in this respect it ja o 
normal budgdt for the time in 
question, and provides that every 
improvement should disencumber

Vou engages Prone 
to Disease. 


" DATA ANALYSED, 


Workers in industry are healthier 


than the general population, and it 
Is the young omployee, rather than 
the elderly, who !s. prone to disease, 
according to indications in a-study 

made by the Milbank Memorial 
Fund. 

Dean K. Brundage, of the United 
States Health Service, in a atydy for 
the research division of the Fund, 
has analysed a large volume cf data 
showing the extént of disabling 
sickness among wage-earning adults, 
His report states: 

“The alckness statistics of ‘nda 
try represent to a aurprising extent 
the younger adult ages. In tho 
manufacturing industries of the 
country as a whole, probably 80 per 
cent, of the men are below age 45. 
A slarger proportion of the female 
industrial workers, apparently from 
90 to 95 per cent., is below age 45. 

“There. is evidence in the ago 
curves of illness that industrial 
workers are not representative of 
the genéral population from a phy- 
sical standpoint. Rather, thoy ap- 
pear to.be, in the malin, the flower 
of the general population in phy- 
sique and constitution. Between 15 
and 60, the age curve of illness in 
& general population group was 
found. to mount more rapidly than 
in o typical industrial group. In 
the general population the trend is 
steadily upward from ages 20-24 on; 
but among the industrial employees 
based on dis- 
abillties lasting two working days 
or:longer! rose more slowly: from. age 
26 ‘to 40; and then actually declined 
to about age 60 after which the 
upward trend. was resumed. 

“The failure of illness frequency 
to, increase with age as rapidly 
among industrially employed persons 
ns among those .in the general 
population suggests that the 
healthior individuala may tend to 
remain in industry to a greater ex- 
tent’ than the sickly,” thus providing 
a more favourably’ sclected group 
from a health standpoint in middle 
‘age and beydnd than is found among |. 
those just beginning industrial life.”

Taiping was Dr. B. H, 8S. ‘Aylward, 
who for elght years was’ quaran- 
tine officer at Shanghai, and is 
now on' his way to New Zealand; to 
take up private practice. 

Dr. Aylward said that he had 

had quite. enough of China, and 
added that under ’the Nationalist 
regime the day would soon .come 
when all the. positions held by for- 
elgners would be taken by the 
Chinese. One of his 
duties, he said, 
amine panicngers entering the 
country, though what was really 
needed was an examination of 
those leaving the country, where 
sanitary conditions as under- 
stood elsewhere were non- 
existent. “China ‘is the biggest 
plague centre in the world,” said 
Dr. Aylward. “You will find there 
every disease.

river, he added, would mean tho end

We have but to re- 
call the terrible havoc among,our 
allied merchant fleets caused by 
the German converted merchant 
fleet sea raiders during the-War. 
An Outstanding ” Merchant Ship, 

“It is interesting to note in 
the matter of merchant ship 
auxiliaries that the Panams 

Pacific's néw_ atéanier”—Pennsy]- 
vania has a greater displacement 
tonnage than Dewey’s entire fleet 
at the battle of Manila Bay. 
Armed with modern rapid fire 
guns, for which foundations can 
be provided on all our recent mer- 
chant ships, and with her fast 
speed,, combined with vastly im- 
proved marksmanship of naval 
guners at the present, time,- thia 
outstanding merchant ship could 
probably have sunk, in an open 
sea fight, the entire American 


fleet under Dewey’s command at’ 


that time.” 


Referring to the fact that the- 


Government will soon, have loan- 
ed some $250,000,000 under the 
provisions of the Jones-White 
law in an effort to revive Ameri- 
can shipping in foreign trade,. 


Captain McAllister holds that. 
every citizen’ should be greatly. 


interested _ in seeing - that this 
endeavour is crowned with suc- 
ceas, 

“To that end,” he sida; “‘when- 
ever an American, unconsciously

freight or passenger, to the ex- 
clusion of available American 
ships, he is helping to build up 
and maintain a fighting arm of o 
potential enemy, - and one that 
may at some future time’ be 
used against him and his ‘inter- 
eats in timo of stress. .

NAVAL PLANS. 


PROTECTION OF. OVERSEA 
“POSSESSIONS. - 


Paris, Sept. 14, 


The Journal published yestér- |’ 


day’ a statement made by M. 
Damesnil, the French Minister of 
Marine, to‘ n- representative ‘of 
that newspaper before his meet- 
ing with Mr. Alexander, the First 
Lord of the Admiralty. : 

He said it must be remembered 
that France was.the second colons. 
ising nation in theworld, coming 
immediately after Great Britain. 
France must therefore have at 
her disposal ‘a sufficient naval 
force to protect -her oversea’ 
possessions, in addition to the 
naval strength necessary for her 
own defence. That was the thesis 
which he energetically defended 

at the London Conference, and the 
position remained unchanged. Ho 
proposed to talk on that ‘subject 
with Mr. Alexander. His wish 
was to have a navy equal to any 
task it could .be called upon to 
perform. ; With that object in 
view, administrative expenditure 
should be reduced wherever pos- 
sible so that More money could be 
available for the fleet. 

Dealing with the training of 
naval officers M. Dumesnil: spoke 
of the importance of seamanship, 
and the advantages to be ‘derived 
from experience under sail. He 
was hoping to obtain in France, or 
from England or Normay, a mer- 
chant sailing ship in which to 
train about 110 naval cadets in a 
cruise off the Canary Islands and 
the Azores. He had decided that 
cadets passing out of the naval 
school, who, at-present, had no 
means of applying the knowledge 
they, had gained during a two. 
year’s cruise, should be transfer- 
red to the First Light Cruiser 
Division. That division, command- 
ed by Rear-Admiral Descottes- 
Genon, and composed of the 
10,000-ton cruisers Duquesne, 
Suffren, and Tourville, was about 
to leave on a three months’ 
cruise in the Atlantic, and would 
visit the Caribbean, Sea, South 
America, and the; West— Coust-of | 
Africa. On its return the divi- 
sion would take in the manoeuvres 


of the First Squadron, and would 


then cruise in the Eastern 
Mediterranean. 

It had been decided to place a 
Vice-Admiral in command .of the 
French Naval forces in the Far 
East, instead of a ceaeadmaleat 
as the question of prestige was of 
much importance jn. a distant 
station where ‘foreign warships 
were concentrated. : Vice-Admiral 
Herr had:been chosen for the 
post, and it. was possible that 

‘ance might reinforce her naval 
strength in those waters. 

It had become necessary to re- 
constitute the French Naval divi- 
sions. Two dispatch boats for 
colonial service, part of the pre- 
sent naval programme, would soon 
be ready, and would be appointed 
to their destination. The ‘con- 
struction of ‘motor-driven ‘gun- 
boats for river service was also 
being pushed ‘forward. They 
would. be placed under. the com- 
mand of lieutenants or other 
young officers, who would thus 
become accustomed to, take com- 
mand and assume responsibility.

MARRIAGE ‘AT SEA. | 
CAN SHIP'S" CAPTAIN’ PERFORM 
A LEGAL UNION? 


A very eaant case at the Old 
Bailey, has raised once more the 
vexed. question of the possibility. 
of celebrating marriages on hoard 
a British’ ship. , A prisoner, who 
wished to give. .out that he. had 
contracted a marriage, declared 
that a ceremony had ‘taken place 
aboard a friend’s yacht, and ‘his 
counsel expressed his belief that 
“you can be married outside the 
three mile limit by any sea cap- 
tain,” says a correspondent to the 
Journal of Commerce, . .

Stirring Story of Cecil 
Rhodes’s Pioneers. 
- ROMANTIC. COLONISING. 


Exactly forty years ago the first 
stage of the most romantic colonis- 
ing enterprise of modern times 
was successfully. achioved, writea 
+ Maraall 
(Formerly Chief 


Hole, | C.MLG. 


Secretary of North, Rhodesia) in 


12, 1890,. Ceci] Rhodea's Pioneers 
raised ‘the British flag.on.a patch’ 


. [of open veld in the high plateau of 
‘Mashonaland, and inaugurated the 


foundation of a great new African 
State. The. date has since, been 


regarded ag. the Hegira of tha: 


Rhodesian calendar, and its an- 
niveraary is regularly celebrated 
with pride by the rapidly diminish- 
ing ‘band of survivora of the ‘ex- 
pondition, and with something akin 
to reverence by those who are to- 
day reaping its fruits. 

Before the occupation Mashona- 
land had been the happy hunting 
ground of the Matabele, a, peculiar 
ly flerce tribe of -Zulu origin, whose 
evil reputation had discouraged 
any organised attempt to teat its 
It had 
been traversed only by a few ven- 
turesome hunters and explorers, 
such as Thomas Baines and F. C 
Selous. Although their descrip- 
tions of a high, healthy and well. 
watered tableland, intersected | by 
innumerable teefs of gold-bearing 
quartz, and containing. ruined 
cities of stone—the vestiges of a 
bygone civilisation—-nroused some 
interest, there was a tendency to 
discount them as. “travellera’ 
yarns," on a. par with the - old 
legends connecting those regions 
with the’ Land of Ophir and the 
ancient kingdom, of Monomotapa, 
round which Rider Haggard was 
juat then weaving his fascinating 
romances, 

But the. reports fired the im- 
agination of Rhodes,’ who saw, 
moreover, that other European 
Powers were casting . avaricious 
eyes, in that direction, and resolved 
that Britain should not be left be- 
hind in the general scramble. 

He atarted by obtaining | a 
mineral concession from Loben- 


gula, the Matabele King, and with’ 


this somewhat tenuous asset, kack- 
ed by his own wealth: and the 
guarantees, of other financial 
groups, he induced the Govern. 
ment to grant him a Charter to 
occupy all of Central Africa not 
alrendy appropriated by Germany, 
Belgium, and Portugal. 

His first design was to secure a 
foothold in Mashonaland, and 


‘| within a few weeks he set about 


organising an expedition osten- 
sibly mining In terms of his con- 
ceasion, but in reality to annex the 
country, ‘His idea was to enrol a 
number of- young colonists of 
various trades and professions who 
should march up in a body to the 
most promising gold area, and he 


‘cided that their objective should 


be Mount Hampden, a prominent 
Jandmark known to Selous, who 
had named it, and situated within 


‘convenient reach of the reputed 


gold-flelds,’ 
A chance meeting with a young 
Briton named Frank Johnson (still 


a live and active member : of tho} 


Rhodesian community) who had 
served in the frontier police and 
had visited Mashonaland on hia 
own account, suggested the plan of 
carrying out hia scheme by cone 
tract. ; 

Johnson was engaged tor a fixed 
sum to raise, equip, and command 
a force of about 200 “Pioneers,” 
who should cut a waggon road 
across the 400 miles of untamed 
country which separated Mount 
Hampden from. the British Protec- 


torate of Bechuanaland; ta provide’ 


them with mining tools'and food 
supplies for a specified period, and 
to build a chain of forts along tho 
route for their protection. - 

It was understood that on arrival 
at ‘thelr destination they should be 
dispersed to prospect for gold and 
mark’ out farts, and thus from the 
nucleus of a permanent settlement 
under. the Hritish’ Crown..

pass, insisted that they. should be 
accompanied by -a force of 500 
mounted police under British 
officers to ensure their safety dur- 
ing the march and to garrison the 
forts after the occupation, 

The expedition then assumed a 
military’ character, both Pioneers 
and police being ‘provided’ with 
machine guns, searchlights, helio- 
graphs, and other p-tosdate-equip- 
ment, The ‘general: 4ommand: was 
entrusted to’ Colonel Pennefather, 
.6th Dragoons, who.{had served in 
the Zulu war, JohAson command- 
fed the Pioneers, who were accom- 
panied by Selous as guide, and by 
Dr. Jameson representing Rhodes: . 

From the railhead at Kimberley, 
1,100 miles from their goal, the 
force waa gradually drafted to o 
camp on the British ‘side of the 
Matabele border, and, after an 
inapection by General Methuen, 
forded the Shashi river on July 
11, and atarted on the second stage 
of thelr trek of 400 miles into the 
unknown. 

A route was selected which akirt- 
ed round Lobengula's eastern 
boundaries and kept clear of his 
villages, but it lay through broken 
and difficult country, sparsely in- 
habited by subject tribes, Every 
precaution was taken against sur- 
prise. Scouts were constantly 
guarding the flanks and riding 
ahead of the main’ body, and, in 
order to reduce the length of the 
column—which, with its eighty ox- 
waggons would have been toa 
straggling for safety—and to faci- 
litate the rapid formation of 
langer at the daily halts or in caso 
of attack, two parallel tracks wera 
cut for the greater part of the 
way. 

More than once the scouts be-- 
came aware that their“movements | 
were closely watched by parties of 
Matabele, but although regiments 
of this formidable tribe were 
gathered at Bulawayo, clamouring 
to be let loose at the intruders, 
their King managed to hold them 
in check. 

After five weeks of strenuous 
road-making and the construction | 
of fords acroas rivers, the Pioneers 
low veld and 
emerged on the open table-land, 
3,600 to 5,000 feet above the level, 
close to the site .of the modern 
town of Victorla. 

From this point their progress 
was comparatively easy. They; 
struck due, north, and on Septem- 
ber 11 halted within a few miles 
of Mount Hampden. ° 

On the following day 4 cere- 
monial parade was. held, — prayera 
were offered, by the chaplain, 
Canon Balfour; the Union Jack 
was run upon An improvised flag: 
staff ‘by Lieutenant Tyndale: 
Biacoe, R.N., and formal] possession 
was taken of the-country in‘ the 
name of Queen Victoria. A fort, 
long since vanished, was erected 
and. called after Britain’s Premier’ 
—Salisbury, 

The occupation had, been accom 
plished without a single casualty, 

During the first few years : tho. 
early Rhodesian settlers had a hard 
struggle against successive attacks 
by the natives, againat flood and 
droughts, famine and _postilence, 
Most of the original 700 -have 
fallen by the way, but they’ be-' 
queathed to their successors a fine 
legacy of endurance and indepen- 
‘dence—qualities which have en- 
abled them to hold their own . in 
adversity and to build up a self. 
governing colony . with prospects 
second to none in the British 
family ‘of nations. 

“The Rhodes tradition” is still 
their inspiration, and is enshrined

“PROF. WILDEN-HART SPEAKS. 


A vivid and terrible, picture of 
the horrors betng perpetrated in 
Russia under the‘ Soviet regime 
was drawn by Professor Wilden- 
Hart, M./, when ‘speaking at a 
meeting at thé Royal Spa Rooms, 


‘| Harrogate, on September 26 under 


the auspices of the Christian Pro- 
test Movement. 

‘The Mayor of Harrogate, (Ald. 
R. Annakin); .who prealded, said 
the meeting was In no way of & 
political nature, but had been eall- 
ed.as a protest against * Russia’s 
antl-God campalgn: They must re- 
cognise that every country was at 
iberty to choose, its own form of 
government, but at the same time 
a government that practised op- 
pression and cruelty laid itself 
open to protest from other coun- 
tries opposed to-auch practices. 

In this country there was 
nothing they prized more highly 
than their Ibertles—particularly 
their political and religious liber. 


ties, They had a right to prize 


them, because they had not always 
had-them, and people had suffered 
in the past that they might be frea 
to-day, . 

Russians, he continued, were 
being persecuted, tortured and 
deprived of liberties they enjoyed, 
and it was for them, as membera 
of a Christian Church, to’ make 
their protest. It was by no meang 
the first time that Britain had pro- 
tested against cruelties; there was 
atime when they could put 9 
threat of force behind thelr pro- 
teat; but all they could do now 
was to protest in the only way 
they could—by such meetings a8 
that, . ay 


Murder—A Minor Crime, 


Professor © Wilden-Hart said 
erlme in Russia was divided into 
two principal categories. Murder, 
jn the new order of things, was a 
much less serious crime than 
teaching children to pray. To do 
the latter—a major crime against 
the State—one could be shot or 
deported; to kill a man was a 
minor crime, and one would 
probably get off with two years’ 
imprisonment. Ba! . 

Without ration cards it was im- 
possible to obtain food or shelter, 
and to be a priest meant the con- 
fiscation of those ‘cards, Under 
such circumstances was Russia, he 
asked, in a position to export food? 

To harbour religious bellefa waa 
alao an offence against the Govern- 
ment, punishable by tho with- 
drawal of ration cards, and there 
were over a million people in that 
position at the moment, 


Open Terrorism. 


It was a different kind of perse- 
cution from any that had. been

The Rev. J. M. Cunningham

the people of Russia, and extends 
to’ all .God-fearing people in that 
land their cordial greetings of 
sympathy. and hope.” a 
The Soviet government, he sald, 
must be alive to public opinion, 
and, was bound to'be influenced (if 
only in the smallest degree) by it. 
In seconding the .motion, , the 
Rev. W. J. Morgan (minister of the

Owing to the 
tenffency to oscillation the compara- 
tive Inefficiency of the coils in such 
tuned circuits ia not so serious as it 
might otherwise be. Of course, the 
amplification cannot bo put up quite 


J to the theoretical limit, because 


valves differ from one another in 
their characteristic, and the reaetion 
which is obtained varies the wave- 
length. Goose 

The characteristics of the acreen- 
ed-grid valve, however, as compared 
with the ordinary three-electrode 
valve, are much better. from this 
point of view, and consequently the 
scroened-grid stage is, as a rule, 
about as good over considerable 
range of wave-lengths as a neutral- 
ised valve of the ordinary type em- 
ploying high-efficiency coils.» With 
high-efficiency coils and screened- 
grid valves, however, there is again 
a-tendency to instability which 
places a Himit upon amplification, 
and neutralisation becomes an ad- 
vantage for the same reasons as in 
the case-of an Ordinary valve. P 

The point that should be remem- 
bered is ‘that no matter whether 
ordinary or screened-grid valves are 
used an ‘increase in - amplification 
under certain conditions, leads to in- 
atability which, however, may be 
overcome by nectralisation. 


Safeguarding: Plate Battery. 


Although the “ priricipal function 
of the grid bias battery is that of 


| supplying, a controllable nogative 


potential to the grid of the valve in 
order to prevent current flow, from 
the grid to the filament, this/little 
battery, judiciously employed, helps 
to a wonderful extent in keeping 
down the drain on the high-tension 
battery.’ 4 

A grid bias battery, if it is care- 
fully looked after in order to ensure 
that its voltage docs not fall very 
much, acts ii many respects as a 
guardian of the H. T. battery. As it 
helps to conserve the H.T. current 
by reason of the: negative potential 
which it applies to the grid of the 
valve, it is obvious that the greater 
the negative bias on the grid the 
less will be the current flowing from 
the high-tension battery. : 

In this connection it is often very 
interesting _to make comparative 


‘tension current flowing through a 
valve with and without, the employ- 
ment of a grid bias battery. The 
use of the’grid battery. will be seen 
to cut down the high-tension current 
by more than half of its original 
amount. #lence the importance of 
correct adjustment of the grid bias 
potential in the case of three, four, 
and: five-valve sets.. In “such in- 
stances attention to this detail may, 
result in doubling the working lifo 
of the high-tension supply. 
Generally speaking, it . is always 
best to. operate a set with the 
maximum negative ‘bias posaible. 
At least, you will find such to be the
